Washington. .Inly !). — Uy the artlon 
| President Wilson In IssnlnK a 
clamation rsquirtag thi ' liccnsini; 
hlpments to all count l ien of the 
st important export commodities, 
▼ernment control of American e\- 
rta, authorized In a provision of 
e espionage act, became a reality. 
In a statement accompanying the 
reclamation the president desire, 1 
the government's policy will he first 
to give consideration to American 
needs; next, to meet as far as pos- 
sible the requirements of the allies, 
and lastly to supply the neutral coun- 
tries wherever practicable. It Is 
made clear that every effort will he 
made to see that no supplies reach 
the central irowers. 

The commodities named in the list 
put under control are coal, coke, itiel, 
Oils, kerosene and Kasollne. Including 
bunkers; food grains, (lour and meal ' 
fodder and feeds, meats and fats; 
pig Iron, ateel billets, ship plates and 
structural shapes, scrap iron and 
scrap steel; feno-iiiaturanese. ferti- 
lisers, arms, ammunition and explo- 
sives. 

The Inclusion of foodstuffs in the 
proclamation lends color to state 
ments that the administration is con- 
sidering the advisability of a com- 
plete embargo for sixty days on all 
food shipr.ients to give the country 
time to ascertain the amount of Its 
supplies and to gfrS allied and 'leutrai 
countries an opport unity to present 
a full program ol their requirements. 

The president, in his statement, 
aald the government was trying first 
to ameliorate present food conditions 
and conditions that are expect >d to 
arise between now and the next har- 
vest.

I arrived at the Windsor 
hotel, in Montreal, at 8 o'clock in the 
morning a couple of days later, and nt 
10 o'clock that morning I was sworn 
in as a private In the Canadian ilronn- 
dler guards. Eighty-seventh overseas 
battalion, hieutcnant Colonel P. 8. 
Melghen commanding. Tlicy were Just 
petting under way, making soldiers out 
of the troops I enlisted with, and dis- 
cipline was unite las. 

They at ence gave me a week's leave 
to come down to New York and settle 
up some personal affairs, and 1 over- 
stayed It live days. All that my com- 
pany commander raid to me when I 
got back was that I seemed to have 
picked up Canadian habits very quick- 
ly. At a review one day In our train- 
ing camp 1 heard a major say: 

"*Vys. for Cod's sake don't call uie 
Uarry or spit in the ranks.

When I tlrst know 
bba ho was one of the most dailgbtfnl 
and amusing young follows ymi could 

iaenghr*. 

The war ' hanged him entirely. He 
became' extremely ipilct nnd seemed to 
he borne down with the sense of the 
terrible tilings which he saw. He nev- 
er lost the good fellowship which was 
inherent In him and was always ready 
to do anything to oblige me. but he 
formed the habit of sitting, nlone and 
silent, for hours ut n time. Just think- 
ing. It seemed ::s If he had a premoni- 
tion about himself, though he never 
showed fear and never spoke of the 
dangers we wore going Into, as tint 
other fellows did.

thoughtful eorudderatlon of tba gen- 
tlemen who hclieve that our OWU 
armies rag DO prepared for servi.e 
here ul home. 

In tl is war every man lias got to ba 
B ipeciabat. lies got to know one 
thing lietter than anybody else exiep; 
those who have had intensive Instiia- 
lion In the same blanch. And, besides 
that, he's got to have effective ge ner al 
knowledge of all the specialties in 
Which his fellow soldiers have been 
particularly trained. I can illustrate 
this. Immediately OPOO our return 
from first leave in England we were 
divided into sections for training In 
eight specialties. They were: BogrtdBg, 
sniping, scouting, machine gun light- 
ing, signaling, trench mortar operation, 
bayonet lighting and stretcher bearing, 
I was selected for special training hi 
bombing, probably because I was su,i 
posed, as an American and a baseball 
player, to be expert In throwing.
